The few public addresses that have 
Teen made by Mr. Coolidge since coming 
into the presidency have added nothing to 
his reputation, and those he has made 
since receiving the nomination, not ex­ 
cepting his acceptance speech, have not 
tended to increase his strength with the 
people. 
Rather, it may be said, they have only 
served to justify Chairman Butler’s cam­ 
paign strategy, which is to keep the presi­ 
dent in Washington, have him remain as 
silent as is possible for a candidate to be, 
and trust to intensive machine work to 
t*win the election.

C A N T HAVE IT BOTH WAYS. 


It is 
evident 
that 
General Dawes’s 
achievements in Europe are not to make 
as much impression on the American pub­ 
lic politically as General Dawes’s perform­ 
ances in this country. 
That might have 
been surmised from the beginning, but a 
good many republicans seem to have fool­ 
ed themselves sadly. 
They harbored the 
hope that the success of the reparations 
plan would make votes for the republican 
ticket. 
It might have made some votes, 
though hardly enough to count, had not 
General Dawes proceeded to make a ser­ 
ies of political displays here at home. The 
effect of these is ten times as important 
to his political fortunes as anything he did 
abroad. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
effort to capitalize 
the work of the so-called Dawes commit­ 
tee continues. 
It will be interesting to ob­ 
serve the extent to which the administra­ 
tion's official spokesmen take part in this 
effort. 
If they take any part in it at all, 
it will be evidence of a policy of oppor­ 
tunism so obvious and so hypocritical as to 
disgust all Americans who stop to think. 
When the reparations committee was 
created the administration took the great­ 
est pains to disclaim all responsibility for 
it and for anything it might do or say. 
¡ This, of course, was due to its deadly fear 
of the senate— its fear that the isolation- 
I 
ists in that body would go on the war- 
i path at once if the enterprise was ratified 
as an administration enterprise. So the ut­ 
most care was taken to assure the coun­ 
try— and especially the senate— that Gen­ 
eral Dawes and Mr. Young were going 
abroad in a purely unofficial capacity to 
engage in an undertaking for which this 
government was not in the slightest de­ 
gree responsible. 
The administration cannot eat its cake 
and have it too. 
It can’t wash its hands 
of the 
committee 
and 
then 
hug 
the 
committee to its bosom. If it tries through 
its spokesmen to claim credit for what the 
committee accomplished, the public may 
be expected to make caustic comments 
likely to goad the rugged and impeuous 
General Dawes himself into new spectac­ 
ular ejaculations.

AMENDMENT NO. 5. 
From the Columbia Doily Tribune. 
There is unusual activity over the state 
on the part of good roads advocates, au­ 
tomobile associations 
and 
communities 
generally to place amendment No. 5 be­ 
fore the voters in the right light. 
Tiie 
amendment provides for a 2-cent tax on 
gasoline and a slight increase in price of 
automobile licenses. 
The amendment in 
no manner contemplates an increase in 
the general taxes, as it only affects auto­ 
mobile owners and those who use the 
highways to the greatest extent. Citizens 
generally will in no wise be called upon 
to pay a Mgher general tax and tax bur­ 
dens will not be increased. 
Practically 
all automobile owners favor the amend­ 
ment and are working to the end that it 
receive sanction at th*> polls in November, 
the passage of it meaning a speedier com­ 
pletion of the 
highway 
system of the 
state. 
Under the law governing the issuing of 
the $60,000,000 state 
road 
bonds, an 
amount necessary to speed up road build­ 
ing to a consummation of the plans will 
not be available 
until 
late 
next year. 
Funds will accordingly not be available 
from this source and continuous work will 
be impossible. 
The approval of the fifth 
amendment by the people will produce 
sufficient funds from the gas tax and the 
automobile 
license 
increase to bridge 
over this few months and will enable the 
state highway department to continue its 
work without interruption. 
The owners of automobiles will benefit 
immeasurably 
by 
the 
passage of the 
aforesaid amendment because of the fact 
that the speedy completion of the high­ 
way system means a decrease in the wear 
and tear on cars much more than com­ 
mensurate with the tax on gasoline and 
the small increase in the price of automo­ 
bile licenses. 
The added mileage per gal­ 
lon of gasoline over good roads, it is re­ 
alized, will also more 
than 
offset the 
amount of the tax on gasoline. 
On the 
other hand, those persons who do not 
own cars will suffer no increase whatever 
in their taxes. 
It would accordingly seem 
that there can hardly be any valid argu­ 
ments against the passage of amendment 
No. 5, as it is a direct forward movement 
in transportation and economic progress.

WISCONSIN’S MESSAGE.

W hen wheat and corn took their July 
jum p republican politicians were hilari­ 
ous. 
Here was manna from heaven— the 
timeliest exhibition of divine intervention 
in our political annals. The farmers sul­ 


len and sore would forget their grievances 
in the radiance of this sudden prosperity. 
Their old loyalty to the republican party 
— a loyalty that had made that party a 
sort of ruling power— would reassert it­ 
self. 
There had been defection. 
Vows of 
apostasy had been taken. 
That was all 
over now. 
The northwest revolt would 
fade as a mist. 
La Follette’s spell was 
broken. 
Even Wisconsin, which the great 
dissenter had held in fee simple, would 
trek back to the old faith; not entirely, 
but in spots. 
Thus deposed the party 
seers. 
Wisconsin has just spoken by way of a 
primary. 
She is still La Follette’s by a 
ratio of two to one. 
Possibly the much 
hearalded farm prosperity is not so real 
as the barkers ballvhooed. 
It must be as­ 
sumed, also, that the Wisconsin farmers 
either did not read Mr. Dawes* acceptance 
at Evanston or his special message to the 
farmers from Lincoln, or if they did they 
were not impressed. 
Anyhow, the happy 
speculations which the republican cam­ 
paign claimants indulged in have been 
voided so far as Wisconsin is concerned. Ir 
the so-called “reports’* brought in to re­ 
publican headquarters from the rest of the 
La Follette territory are as wide of the 
mark as those from Wisconsin there must 
be a good deal Of uneasiness in the Cool­ 
idge councils. 
The significance of the Wisconsin pri­ 
mary is unmistakable. 
La Follette is not 
a negligible quantity in this campaign. 
What his following is among the farmers 
outside of Wisconsin may be problemati­ 
cal, but whatever it is it has not been 
lured away from him by the slight better­ 
ment in agricultural prices. 
It looks, too, 
as if a do-nothing administration in order 
to recapture the farmer vote, will ha e to 
offer something better than a say-nothing 
machine candidate.

TWO POLITICAL AMBASSADORS. 
The United States needs an able am­ 
bassador in Japan just now. 
It may be 
getting one in the person of E. A. Ban­ 
croft of Chicago; but the public does not 
know much about Mr. Bancroft except 
that he is a new hand at diplomacy. Ama­ 
teur diplomats have often made admirable 
and even brilliant records in diplomatic 
posts of the highest 
responsibility 
and 
there is no sound objection to apponiting 
to such a post a citizen of proved and out­ 
standing ability whose brains are of such 
high quality as to offset his lack of ex­ 
perience. 
Mr. Bancroft may be such a 
man; but most 9 Í the men ,of this type 
who have made good in important diplo­ 
matic positions were men whose achieve­ 
ments had previously 
made 
them well 
known to the public and constituted a sort 
of guarantee that they could be counted 
upon to handle themselves well in their 
new field. 
This is hardly true of Mr. Bancroft’s 
achievements despite tlie fact that he is 
well thought of by the Chicago bar. 
He 
has been for more than a dozen years 
general counsel for the International Har­ 
vester Company and therefore he must be 
a lawyer 
of exceptional 
ability. 
This, 
however, is not sufficient to guarantee his 
success as ambassador to Japan and the 
public will have to take him on faith. The 
same thing is true of James R. Sheffield 
who becomes ambassador to Mexico City. 
Mr. Sheffield has been a New York re­ 
publican assemblyman; he has served as 
president of the board of fire commission­ 
ers of old New York; recently he has 
come to the attention of a small part of 
the public as receiver for the Interbor­ 
ough Consolidated Corporation. 
Doubt­ 
less he is an able business man. 
But he 
cannot be described as 
an 
outstanding 
American whose record is sufficient to 
convince the public of his fitness for an 
important diplomatic post. 
This is a political year. 
There can be 
little doubt that both the Bancroft ap­ 
pointment and the Sheffield appointment 
are political appointments. 
Whether they 
t;rn out happily or unhappily r }r Ameri­ 
can interests in Japan and in Mexico, they 
represent a return to a bad practice— the 
practice of using ambassadorial posts as 
patronage plum. 
So long as we do this 
sort of thing we cannot expect to build up 
a real diplomatic corps; ancl in view of 
these two appointments it is useless for 
the administration to pretend that it is 
trying to build up one. 
If it were hon­ 
estly trying to accomplish that highly im­ 
portant end it would have given these two 
posts to trained men in the diplomatic 
service, expert in the technique of diplo­ 
macy and well acquainted with conditions 
in Mexico and Japan. 
There are such 
men in the service and they ought not to 
be kept waiting forever for the recogi- 
tion which is their due.

things that smack of a royal 
progress. 
The prince is playing and he appears to 
be playing facilelv, fluently and to good 
advantage. 
The democratic atmosphere 
is a factor for his safety.

more than a bit of green and 
dressing, though that is often all 
that Is required. 
A hearty salad 
is quite enough for a main dish. 
Chopped hard-boiled eggs, served 
with celery, or a little potato, green 
pepper or chopped cooked beets, 
with a good boiled dressing, makes 
a good meal. 
Chopped cooked beets, a bit of 
scraped onion and a cupful or more 
of diced tender celery mixed with a 
mayonnaise which has been tinted 
pink, served on blanched lettuce, 
sprinkled with chopped or shredded 
almonds, makes a most satisfying 
salad. 
Jellied Shrimp Salad.—Cook one 
quart of tomatoes with one cupful 
of water, one and one-lmlf teaspoon­ 
fuls of salt, one-fourth tenspoonful 
of pepper, four cloves, one bay leaf, 
one tnblespoonful of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of mustard, and one small 
minced onion, iifteen minutes. Strain 
and pour the mixture over two ta- 
blespoonfuis of gelatin which has 
been softened In one-fourth of a 
cupful of cold water. 
Cool until 
it begins to stiffen and add one and 
one-half cupfuls of shrimps which 
have been well cleaned and cut into 
halves, then udd one-half cupful of 
diced celery and one-fourth of a 
t-upful of diced green pepper which 
has been parboiled and the skin re­ 
moved. 
Four into individual molds 
and chill until 
hardened. 
When 
ready to serve, turn out on beds of 
lettuce and garnish 
with 
boiled 
dressing or mayonnaise, 
as pre­ 
ferred. 
Salmon and Pea Salad.—Take a 
can of salmon, removing nil skin 
and bones, add an equal amount of 
cooked peas, season well and serve 
with a highly seasoned boiled dress­ 
ing to which a chopped sour pickle 
has been added. 
Serve on head let­ 
tuce with plenty of good dressing 
for a garnish. 
Here is a main dish which Is sup­ 
posed to be entirely satisfying to 
any appetite: 
Take equal parts of 
chopped green pons and sweet corn 
pressed from the kernels, chopped 
raisins and dates mixed with honey 
; and olive oil, pressed into cups to
